THE S. P. DEPOT. 


W h a t I n U o i u g O n I u t h e W a y o f 
P r e p a r a t i o n . 
Yesterday a H e r a l d reporter visited 
the new S . I \ Depot, on the Wolfekill 
Tract, to inspect and report w hat progress 
was being made. 
In the first place, one 
is struck by the number of new buildings 
around and near the depot. There are 
priY’ate residences, and many of them are 
quite imposing edifices. 
All are of an 
excellent class of dwellings. Many other 
new residences will be begun in a few 
days. 
It is quite evident that in a short 
time that part of the city will be quite 
populous. Preparations are on foot for 
a good 
deal 
of 
business near the 
depot. 
A very neat hotel building has 
beeu erected immediately by the depot, 
and plans are being gotten ready for a 
two-story brick block, ISO feet on Fifth 
street by 180 feet on Wolfskill avenue, 
running back to the inside angle of a tri­ 
angle. 
It is estimated tbat ttiis will cost 
$4 0 ,000. 
On the opposite side of Fifth 
street another brick block, three stories 
and basement, will soon be begun. A 
frame building for stores will also be 
erected at once on Fifth street about a 
block above the depot. 
The depot building is nearly complete. 
There is a little fittiD g to do on the in­ 
side. The largest job to finish is the 
CONCRETE A8PHALTUM PAVEMENT. 
There is around the depot a total area 
equal to 99,000 square feet of this to lay. 
It is on both sides of the depot, and in­ 
cludes walks and road ways. This will 
take twenty days to finish. 
It may Beem 
a long time to consume in this work, par­ 
ticularly when it is known that a large 
part of it is done. 
But when we con­ 
sider bow it is being done it will not 
outwit anyone to know that it will take so 
little time to complete the work. This 
pavement is evidently intended to last for 
all time. 
The space is first prepared by having 
about six inches of the earth removed. 
It is then rolled repeatedly with the 
heaviest sort of rollers. 
On the smooth 
surface thus made a thick coat of fine 
sand is spread, and this is then rolled 
into a compact mass. 
The area is thus 
made very hard and smooth. 
The next 
thing done is to lay on this several suc­ 
cessive layers of concrete. These are 


e ich rolled as hard as can be. When all 
are down this foundation of concrete is 
aboat 
six 
inches 
thick. It is ail 
one 
solid 
mass 
of 
matter. 
It 
cannot split, crack or part in any way. 
It must all go together. 
It is not broken 
rock. It is in the truest sense of the 
word concrete. The surface is then laid 
on. This is net two inches of the finest 
sort of bituminous rock, and it is pre­ 
pared and laid in the best possible man­ 
ner. The rock is the best to be had 
from the Santa Cruz M ountains. I t is 
thoroughly prepared so that the steam ­ 
ing 
drives 
out 
the 
least particle 
of 
light 
oil 
in 
the 
rock. 
But 
there 
is 
a 
large 
amount 
of heavy oil in the Santa Cruz rock, and 
this is left in the «sphaltum as it goes on 
the roadwavs. 
There is quite enough of 
the asphaltum in this rock to hold the 
sand well together, but not so much as to 
make the walks soft. The material is 
being laid with great care and no pains is 
spaired to make the roads and walks per­ 
fect. 
No changes in the earth below can 
affect the work above. Even should a 
sewer break under the road, the compact 
bed 
of 
concrete 
and 
the surface 
of bituminous rock would still hold un­ 
der any load. 
It cannot break, it cannot 
f*ag, nor ever become of an irregular sur­ 
face—all m ust stand or fall together, for 
it is all one mass of m atter. K j perfectly 
is it prepared and laid th at the surface 
cannot become at all soft even under the 
hottest Buns of Southern California. 
On 
both sides the depot will be provide*! 
with walks 
and 
roadways, 
smooth, 
noiseless, springy and lasting. 
No such pavement of any sort has yet 
been put down in the city of Los An­ 
geles. 
For roadways or for sidewalks it 
has no equal. 
The superiority of the 
work is due to three things: First, the 
material used is the best in the State. 
There is the proper percentage of sand 
and petroleum in the rock to make a 
fine roadway, yet to insure its not crum b­ 
ling too much oil makes a soft pave­ 
ment ; 
too much sand 
causes it to 
crumble. 
There is also sufficient heavy 
oil in this material to allow of the re­ 
moval of the light oils, yet leave enough 
to insure the mass being cohesive. 
The 
next thing which makes thiB pavement 
so perfect is that the foundation is the 
Y’ery best. 
And the third and last is 
that the people who are putting it down 
have had years of experience and know 
the best method of handling the asphal­ 
tum. The Pacific Pavem ent Company of 
Kan Francisco is doing the work, and it 
is under the super intendency of M r. 
Jam es H . Suift of that company.

In my letter to Golden I made a merely 
incidental reference to the m atter, not 
being particular as to the exact date of 
H arrison’s speech, but since my letter 
received publication I have talked the 
m atter over w ith another gentleman who 
was also present, and likewise remem­ 
bers the vile rem arks. I t was not eight, 
but twelve years ago. 
Harrison and Colfax were here on the 
same day, the former speaking in the 
afternoon to a large audience, araoDg 
whom were few Democrats and fewer 
Irish-Americans, including myself.

Since the war neither party has carried 
the State by a majority vote. 
I estimate 
that there are 30,000 independent voters 
in the State who do not| consider them ­ 
selves bound to vote for eiiher the Re­ 
publican or Democratic’candidates sim- 
plv because they are party nominees. 
This 30,000 divides up more or less 
each election, and in fact hold the bal­ 
ance of power. In 1880 enough of them 
voted for Garfield to give him a plurali­ 
ty, and in 1884 the same thing happened 
to Cleveland. 
This year I think Cleve­ 
land will again enjoy the usufruct of this 
vote. The independent elem ent is made 
up of (1) Prohibitionists, (2) Greenback- 
ers, (3) Union Laborites, (4) Henry 
George or single tax men, and (5) Mug­ 
wumps.

They have a partial organization in 
this State, and have a State ticket. 
Their strength is hard to estimate, be­ 
cause it is their first venture in State 
politics in this State.

Haute is a member of their National 
Committee, and is controlled by Allen of 
the same city. 
About one-third to one-half of the old 
Greekbackers 
belong to the 
Union 
Labor party, and they get some strength 
from labor unions and Knights of Labor. 
Like the Greenbackers, they are honest , 
well meaning and zealous, but they lack 
organization and money, and besides 
there has from the first been an utter 
want of harmony in their ranks. They 
hate Harrison on account of his attitude 
toward laboring men at various times, 
and no newspaper in the State is doiDg 
Harrison as much harm as th e Signal, 
edited by Grueile,

large m ajority 
of 
the 
Union 
Laborista 
are 
' 
favjr of tariff reduction, 
and some 
of them are absolute free traders. 
If 
they keep an electoral ticket in the field 
for Streetor and Cummingham it will not 
poll to exceed 2000 votes in the State. 
Grueile is a tariff reformer and will vote 
for Cleveland, as will a majority of thoee 
who hold nominal m embership in the 
Union Labor party in this State. 
The H enry George men in this State 
have no organization and no ticket in the 
field and will not hold a Convention. 
They, of course, are absolute free traders 
and will almost to a man*vote for Cleve­ 
land, because he represents the idea of 
tariff reduction. There are about 5000 
Henry George men in the State. Their 
newspapers and orators openly support 
Cleveland, and they are, for their “ size,’ 
quite active in speech-making and dis­ 
tributing literature. 
Many 
of 
them 
belong 
to the Knights 
of 
Labor. 
They repudiate the Cowdrey and W ake­ 
field ticket and it will not get a vote in 
the State. They, like the Union Labor 
)arty, are anew element in Indiana pol- 
tics. 
Lastly I come to consider the Mug­ 
wumps. They num ber perhaps 1000 in 
the State. A few of these will vote fur 
Cleveland because they are free traders 
but most of them will vote for Harrison. 
So far as Mugwumps in Indiana are con­ 
cerned Harrison will make a gain over 
Blaine. 
The cry of free trade does not have the 
terror in it now that it had in 1880 and 
you will be surprised to be here and see 
what a sentiment there is among wage­ 
workers in favor of tariff reduction. The 
conclusion to be reached, as things now 
appevr, is that Cleveland will carry In­ 
diana I think.

drawing a pension in another State, or, 
perhaps, because he thinks it wrong to 
pension Union deserters. 
For very good reasons the President 
has vetoed numerous private pension 
bills, but we have yet to hear of a just 
appeal that was unlistened to. 
Mr. H enry Heiss is a Union veteran 
who has lived in Azusa, as weii as I can 
rem ember, since last November. 
He 
:ame here from Burlingame, Kansas. 
He is an invalid whose “ ills and woes” 
are a direct heritage of the “ late un­ 
pleasantness.” 
W hen he arrived in 
Azusa he could not walk, but is now able 
to get around with the aid of a stick. 
I will give liis story as near as possible 
in his own w ords: 
“ Yes. sir, for about six years previous 
to Cleveland’s election I had tried to 
get a pension, but for one reason or an­ 
other I failed to do so. 
Shortly after 
C le\eland’s inauguration I conceived the 
idea of writing to the President himBelf 
about the m atter. I did so, and received 
the following reply, which is now in my 
possession and can be seen by anyone:”

My Dear Sir—The President directs 
me to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 21at instant, and to inform 
you that it has been referred for the at­ 
tention of the Commissioner of Pensions.

D a n ie l S. L a m o n t , 
Private Secretary. 
To H e n r y H e i s s , E s q ., 
Burlingame, K ans.’” 
“ Two days later I received a letter from 
General John C. Black, Commissioner of 
Pensions, dated March 27, 1885, and a 
few weeks afterward I got my first pen­ 
sion and have since received it regular. 
Yes, sir, Cleveland has done more L r 
me, and, I doubt not, for other deserv­ 
ing Union soldiers, than any"previous 
Administration.” 
Now, m ark you, Mr. Editor, how 
quickly and effectively Mr. Heiss’ peti­ 
tion was answered. 
On th e 21st of 
March, Mr. H. wrote from Burlingame, 
Kan. 
On the 25th his letter was 
answered by the President’s private sec­ 
retary, and on the 27th of the same 
m onth a letter was written him by Gen­ 
eral Black, and about two weeks after­ 
ward he received his first pension. Does 
this look like “ sitting down” on old sol­ 
diers a6 “ our friends, the enemy” assert 
is the policy of this adm inistration ? 
I will not further trespass on your 
space, but these facts having come to my 
knowledge I considered it my duty to 
make them public.

and causes the pomegranate to take on 
its scarlet dyes. 


A G r e a t M eed. 
While 
everything in 
Loe Angeles 
county and indeed all Southern Cali­ 
fornia points to a great and continuous 
growth, there are features of the local 
situation that really call for the attention 
of capitalists both here and abroad, and 
which offer m arked inducements to the 
judicious investor. 
There is probably 
not on the face of the globe a more 
prolific soil, or one from which a more 
rare vegetation may be secured, than 
from that of Los Angeles county. 
In 
m any portions of its ample spread of 
three million, six hundred thousand 
acres, this soil is from ten to one hun­ 
dred feet deep. 
As a consequence, there 
are parts of Los Angeles county where 
the soil has been cropped for one bun 
dred years past without the slightest 
diminution in the yield or in the fertility 
of the acreage. 
Yet we are at a disadvantage just now, 
notwithstanding our unrivaled systems 
of transportation, in a number of essen­ 
tials as compared with the people of 
the Santa Clara, Sonoma, Napa and Sac­ 
ramento valleys. 
The number of wineries in Loo An­ 
geles county is grossly inadequate to the 
needs of our vineyardists. There is no 
more attractive opening to the capit­ 
alist than the making and grading of 
wine. 
He can afford to pay a fair price 
for his grapes and still make an extrava­ 
gant profit on his investment. 
This 
field will doubtless be gradually occu­ 
pied. 
Meanwhile, co-operative wineries 
ought to spring up on every hand in this 
great and opulent county. 
They are 
the vineyardist’s surest recourse, and 
would have a magical effect in stiffening 
the prices of grapes. 
In the regions nam ed above, though 
their transportation facilities are far in­ 
ferior to ours, the shipping of the lus­ 
cious table grapes of California to the 
East has become a great business. There 
is a demand there for all that can be 
furnished. The ability of the grape- 
grower of Santa Clara county, ior 
stance, to do this is founded upon the 
fact that capital and organization are in 
unison to afford him a m arket outlet. 
While we have three transcontinental 
railways to his one, and while our facili­ 
ties ought to be three times such as he 
can command, we shall be at a disad­ 
vantage until we take hold of the matter 
in earnest. Through properly organized 
agencies the horticulturist of Santa Clara 
county can even ship his tomatoes to the 
markets of St. Louis and Chicago. 
Then, as to their fruits generally, the 
horticulturists of Santa Clara, Sonoma, 
Napa and other points in Central Cali­ 
fornia have a great superiority in their 
facilities as com pared with the people of 
Los Angeles county. They have three 
ways of disposing of their peaches, for 
instance. 
They can either sell them in 
the m arket, dispose of them on shares to 
the dryer or canner, or sell them to the 
distillery, to be converted into brandy. 
The need of more canning and drying 
facilities, of more wineries and distil 
leries, of 
more extended and better 
organized m ethods for the shipm ent of 
our fruits and vegetables to the East, is 
sadly 
apparent. 
These 
drawbacks 
should 
not be allowed to continue. 
There is plenty of money in duplicating 
for our people the conveniences and 
facilities of the regions named. There is 
a better return in it than in loaning out 
money on even the high rates of interest 
that prevail here. 
A good deal has al­ 
ready been done in this line, but it is not 
even a m arker to what ought to and 
doubtless will be accomplished in the 
next four or five years. 


T h e columns o f at least two o f our Los 
Angeles contemporaries have been loaded 
down during the past week by the reports 
of a libel suit between ta o newspaper 
men. This is indeed a novelty. 
As a 
rule, libel suits are specially unproduc­ 
tive. 
An Eastern journal some tim e ago 
took the trouble to collect statistics as to 
the issue of libel suits in general, and 
found th a t not one of them in nine hun­ 
dred succeeds. 
Y et journalists them ­ 
selves seem able to .forget a lact that is 
ordinarily so consoling to them. 


F o r c e d to show his hand by the in­

H ew itt, in which that 
gentlem an announced his policy in an 
explicit manner, if he should be elected

LET THE PEOPLE HELP! 


Ail 
Appeal From the Na­ 


tional Committee. 


THIS IS A CAMPAIGN OF THOUGHT. 


I.et Us Therefore Get the F a d s Be­ 
fore the People—The Monop­ 
olists Are A gainst Us. 


Illg F ig u re s a n d n l.c n o tt. 
One of the great essentials towards 
winning victories at the polls is th a t par- 
zans should be registered. 
The Demo- 
ratic voter should never lose sight of 
this fact. 
As we write there are just 
ten days in which the Angelefio can 
still 
have 
his 
name 
put on 
the 
Great Register. 
Yesterday there were 
twelve thousand names on this roll for 
the city; and, although the country dis- 
tiicts have not yet been counted, there 
were between 
thirteen 
and fourteen 
thousand outside of the city. That is to 
say, there are now between twenty-five 
and twenty-six thousand names thus far 
registered in this county. It is reason­ 
able to suppose that this list will run up 
to nearly thirty thousand. Democrats 
in large num bers have neglected regis­ 
tration thus far. We heartily hope that 
for the rem aining ten days they will be 
vigilant in their attendance before the 
proper officials. 
It is fair to assume that the full regis­ 
tration for the city will umount to four­ 
teen thousand. 
On the ordinary basis of 
five souls to the voter this would indi­ 
cate a population of seventy thousand in 
settled community. 
But the law of 
California provides that, the citizen shall 
be a resident of the St:.*e one year before 
he is entitled to vote, and the immigra­ 
tion to Los Angeles which will not be 
represented on the Great Register 
immense. There can be no doubt that it 
amounts to fully twenty thousand souls. 
Another significant fact of the registra­ 
tion of Los Angeles county is that it will 
be more than half that of the city and 
county of San Francisco, which claims a 
population of 350,000. 
By this standard 
the population of Los Angelos county 
ought to be fully 175,000. This is cer­ 
tainly a miraculous exhibit when the fact 
is borne in m ind that three-fourths of 
this immense total is referable to the 
growth of the last four years.

The Sugar hearing appointed for to-day 
by the Senate Finance Committee was 
postponed on account of the caucus of 
the Republican Senators. 


REPUBLICAN SENATORS CAUCUS. 
The Republican Senators held a caucus 
from 11 a . m . until half past two this 
afternoon, about which they are more 
than ordinarily reticent. It is given out 
that the Terrri’torial bills will be restored 
to the head of the calendar for im med­ 
iate consideration, after the appropriation 
bills are disposed of, and Senator Sher­ 
m an’s Trust bill is to follow. 
It is also 
said, on authority, th at the tariff, the ad­ 
journm ent question and everything else 
in the range of immediate legislative 
probability, was discussed and no.decis- 
ion reached. 


TEA IMPORTERS* FRAUDS. 
The Treasury Department has informa­ 
tion to the effect th at the importers of 
tea have been in all probability violating 
the law prohibiting the importation of 
spurious adulterated teas, by an irregular 
system of invoices. The plau appears to 
be to state in the aggregate the value of 
the tea covered by a certain invoice 
which generally includes several brands 
It is said also that the consignees invari­ 
ably receive private invoices from ship 
pers, giving the price in detail of such 
quality, as well as a de’ailed list of the 
charges, which are not as usually given 
in the invoices. Attention has been called 
to the fact the importers cancel the 
place, 
cost and selling m ark upon 
teas with the invoice made out in the ag­ 
gregate as above. Assistant Secretary 
Mayard has written a letter to the col­ 
lector of Customs at New York on the 
subject, in which he say s: 
As the oaths 
prescribed by section 2841 contains 
statem ent to the effect that the invoices 
produced exhibit the actual cost, and 
that no other invoices are known to ex 
iet, the taking of such oathB in cases 
the character above noted, would mani­ 
festly subject the person to criminal pro­ 
secution. 
Your attention is invited to 
this m atter in order th at a thorough test­ 
ing of all im ported teas may be made as 
required by law, and that regulations 
may be enforced and proper precautions 
taken for detecting these illegal im porta­ 
tions, and that guilty persons may be 
punished.

B e r l i n , September 22.—The publica­ 
tion of Emperor Frederick’s diary is 
everywhere recognized as an event of 
the greatest national importance. Official 
and political circles, however, that are 
intimately versed in the inm ost history 
of the construction of the Em pire, have 
been 
astounded 
by the 
publication, 
whilst the whole German are stirred to 
their very depths by the revelations, 
which show the real greatnesB of the de­ 
ceased Emperor Frederick, his influence 
in creating the Em pire, and his noble 
aims for its future. 
Baron Roggenbach, 
it seems, had the assent of the Empress 
Victoria to the publication of extracts, 
but neither Prince Bismarck nor the 
>resent Em peror William was consulted. 
*.t is therefore thought probable that the 
publication will have some startling re­ 
sults as affecting the personages con­ 
cerned iu the revelations. 
The National Zeitung complains of the 
indiscretion of the publication as shown 
in the Zeitung by passages published,and 
says it was obviously not intended by 
Emperor Frederick that they should ever 
bo made public. It instances the revel­ 
ation that at Versailles there was much 
friction between the Em peror 
( then 
Crown Prince) and Prince Bismarck, 
over the declaration of the existence of 
the German Em pire. 
It is pointed out to be the statem ent of 
the deceased Emperor th at during the 
negotiations at Versailles it was proposed 
to proclaim as King of France, Leopold 
H I. of Belgium. 
M. Thiers said he 
would favor the scheme if it implied the 
union of Belgium and France. 
The 
French people will accurately surmise 
that the Bismarck project to create a 
France-Belgium monarchy implies the 
disruption of France into several States, 
and the acquisition by Belgium of the 
northern provinces. The project is cer­ 
tain of revival if France should be crush­ 
ed in the coming war. 
The most touching feature of the diary 
is the evidence of the unfailing kingli­ 
ness of the Crown Prince Frederick’s dis­ 
position aud his diffidence of character. 
On the day of the battle of Sedan he 
w rites: “ Die welt geichichte ist das welt 
gerichte” comes from my school days. 
Napoleon comes, Bismarck and Von 
Moltke meet him . 
He wants passage 
for his arm y into Belgium. Bismarck 
tells him the King insists upon an uncon­ 
ditional surrender. The capitulation is 
signed. 
The Crown Prince then describes the 
interview as related to him by the K ing: 
Napoleon assured the King that he had 
only given public opinion when he had 
resolved upon war. 
H e showed marvel­ 
ous ignorance of the German armies. He 
thought the force before Sedan was the 
Red Prince’s arm y. 
He asked where 
Prince Frederick Charles was. The King 
answered: “ With seventy arm y corps 
before Metz.” Napoleon drew back with 
every sign of painful surprise. 
For the 
the first time he knew he had not the 
whole cf the German arm y opposed to 
him . After half an hour’s interview the 
King and Emperor came out. The latter 
perceiving me held out his hand, while 
with the other he wiped away the tears 
which were running down his cheeks. 
Commenting on the facts that each 
side appealed to heaven in its own be­ 
half, there occurs on December 27th the 
following e n try : It is really a piece of 
irony on the message of good will that 
each party calls on God to 
aid its 
righteous cause. 
In every success we in­ 
cline to prove by it the support of heaven 
against our opponents. 
While the semi-official press condemn 
the publication, the Progressist papers 
are exultant. The Vossiche Zeitung calls 
the diary a political legacy, deserving to 
be treasured by the German people, to 
be a touchstone for politics in the future. 
“ These brief memoranda are worth more 
to history,” it says, “ than many an 
other sovereign’s entire reign.” 
“ Had nothiog become known of these 
notes,” says the V ienna Freie Presser 
“ but Em peror Frederick’s simple declar­ 
ation th at his uppermost thought after 
peace was obtained, was how the liberal 
development of Germany was to be car­ 
ried out, that alone would stam p the 
noble character of the Prince.” 
To-night’s i sue of the Roersen Zeitung 
is authority for a statem ent to the effect 
th at in 1875 Crown Prince Frederick 
William caused twelve copies of his diary 
to be taken by the copper plate process, 
and presented the copies to persons who 
specially enjoyed his confidence, request­ 
ing the recipients to take particular care 
not to perm it the diary to be published 
until fifty years should have elapsed. At 
his death these plans were destroyed. 
Nothing has transpired as to how 
Count Kalnoky received Prince 
Bis­ 
marck’s proposal for the settlem ent of 
the Quirinal-Vatican dispute. The Pope’s 
action in summoning Bishop Strassmayer 
to Rome, is an indication of an Austrian 
agreement to support Prince Bismarck’s 
project of giving extended privileges to 
the Vatican. 
The Czar’s unexpected appearance in 
Poland, am id the troops concentrated 
toward the Galician frontier, has caused 
excitem ent in Austrian circles. 
His 
presence, however, has not been accom­ 
panied by any movement of troops: but 
it is a rem inder thal the war cloud has 
not disappeared. 
Another rem inder of 
t . 8. kind is a German-Russian war 
dictionary issued from the State printing 
office at V lenna and distributed among 
the Austrian and German armies. 
It 
gi ves dialogues in Polish and Russian 
relating to the necessary objects required 
during a campaign aud all the signs used 
in the Russian military books. 
The 
book has created a sensation in Russia.

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KYERY DAY TALK8 ON THE TARIFF 


A B e p a b l l o n W it h T w o E y e s a n d 
a O o B Sclsn ce Sees H o w f t W o r k s . 
Rere is a description of how the tariff 
effects the men, women and children of 
the Thirteenth Congressional District of 
this city : 
“They pay the tariff on everything. 
Look for a m om ent at w hat they eat. 
There is a tariff duty on beef, on pork, 
ham s and bacon, butter and lard, cheese, 
molasses, 
grapes, wheat, flour, oats, 
cornmeal, rye, barley, potatoes, raisins, 
vinegar, honey, rice and rice meal, sugar, 
extract of m eat, pickles, currants, ap­ 
ples, salt and condensed milk. 
The list 
is substantially an inventory of the stock 
of the grocery store at which they buy. 
There is a dutv on the coal that warms 
them , on th eir’ cooking and household 
utensils, on their entiie clothing from 
their hats to their stockings, on the 
medicines given them when they are 
sick and on the roofs over their heads.” 
This is what the courageous Republi­ 
can Congressman from the Thirteenth 
District told his party in Congress in the 
debate over the Mills bill. 
It is true, 
every word of it, aud it is no more true 
of Mr. Fitch’s district than it is of any 
other section of tho city. 
Aud if the workingmen will only learn 
this truth by heart and use it early and 
often there won’t be inore than a small 
regiment of the High Protectionists left 
from Spuyten Duyvil to the Battery on 
election day. 


P l a l a T h a t B l a i n e P u t H U F o o t I n 
: i t o n t h e “ F r m n ’' Q u e s t io n . 
A Trust is a combine for hoodie only— 
an unholy alliance designed to strangle 
natural competition and 
make great 
profits by increasing the cost of necessar­ 
ies to the people. 
Trusts could not ex­ 
ist in nine cases out of ten but for the 
tariff, as investigation will show that 
these conspiracies against the public’s 
pocket-book are found almost invariably 
in protected industries. 
Mr. Blaine, recognizing the trust as a 
part of the tariff system, which he is de­ 
fending, apologized for it in these words, 
in his Portland speech, on W ednesday. 
Angust 15: 
“ I shall not venture to say th at they 
are altogether advantageous or disadvan­ 
tageous. They are largely private utlairs, 
w ith which neither President Cleveland 
nor any private citizen has any par­ 
ticular right to interfere.” 
Now the question w hether President 
Cleveland or private citizens have a right 
to concern themselves about monopolies 
created and fostered by a taxation sys­ 
tem ostensibly in the interests of Ameri 
can labor, is just the question we are go­ 
ing to decide on November 6th. 
The 
E 
aople who, with Mr. Blaine, desire to 
ave trusts regarded as strictly “ private 
affairs” are people like his friend Mr. 
Carnegie, who have made millions out 
of the tariff-fostered Steel Kail Trust, or 
some other sim ilar combination, 
lu the 
steel rail industry, for instance, it was 
worked this w ay : The rail mills of the 
country, less than a dozen altogether, 
organized an association and agreed to 
restrict production, so as to secure higher 
prices than then ruled, which were $27 
a ton. The restriction of the supply 
caused active competition among the 
railroads for rails, aud the price was 
forced up to $40 at one time. 
We get an iuside view of this business 
from aBpeech th at the Hon. W. L. Hoott, 
of Pennsylvania, made in October, 1SS0, 
when the price of rails was $36 and going 
up. He said : 
“ Eighteen m onths ago I had occasion 
to buy 10,000 tons of steel rails. 
I went 
to a rolling mill in Pennsylvania and 
bought them for $25.50 per ton. The 
parties who sold them to me were per­ 
fectly satisfied with the price. 
At that 
time there was no combination between 
the steel mills of this country. About 
six months afterward the seven or eight 
steel rail mills of the country combined 
and agreed to divide among themselves 
the am ount of rails that the country 
would require, and gradually the price 
of Bteel rails went up until it reached 
$33 per ton, which is the price to-day. 
From $22.50 to $33 is an increase of $7.50. 
Now, the advance n the cost of pro- 
ducin g at on of steel rails does not ex­ 
ceed 10 per cent, over and above what 1 
paid at the tim e, or $2.50 per ton. That 
would leave in round numbers an ad­ 
vance in steel rails of $5 a ton without 
any necessity for it. 
There are seven 
steel-rail mills, and they produce about 
1,500,000 ions of steel rails a year, and 
this additional 
profit of $5 per ton 
am ounts to the sum of $7,500,000 to he 
divided between these seven or eight 
mills. 
Do you think that the railroads 
pay this excessive profit on the steel 
rails they buy? Not oy any means. The 
railroads simply advance the money, 
and it is you who travel over the rail­ 
roads, and who transport your merchan­ 
dise and produce over them , who in the 
end pay this immense profit to the man 
ufacturers. 
I t comes at last upon the 
people.” 
Now, to “ protect” this “ infant indus­ 
try ” there is a tariff of $17 a ton on steel 
rails, although the whole labor cost iu a 
ton of rails is less than $5. 
H ere is the 
way Mr. Mills puts it in his speech at 
the opening of the great tariff debate in 
Congress: 
“ The average price of the steel rails 
imported last year was $20.16 per ton. 
From 1875 to 1878, inclusive, steel rails 
were cheaper in the United States than 
England, and cheaper here because they 
could be produced at a lower cost here 
than in Europe. 
And if they could be 
made cheaper here for four years, why 
not all the time ? From 1875 to 1878 the 
im portation fell from 43,000 tons to 2 
tons. The average English price last 
year was $20.16; the average American 
{•rice for the same tim e was $37.13; dif- 
erence in price, $16.97 ; tariff duty, $17! 
Now, if the Steel Kail Association could 
make rails as cheap in the Uuited States 
in 1878 as they could be made in Eng­ 
land, 
they 
could 
do 
it 
ic 
1887, 
and 
the 
$16.97 
difference 
in price was put in the pockets of 
the manufacturer. It is claimed to he iu 
the interest of the laborer, but he only 
gets from $3 to $5 per to n ; the balance 
goes to the manufacturer 
to make 
millionaires of men that they may build 
castles in Scotland and go coaching 
through her m ountains.—[New 
York 
News.

This is an inflam m ation of the M ucous Mem 
braue lining the B ronchial Tubes, and is one of 
th e m ost com m on of all th e pulm onary dis­ 
eases. It is a <!au :crou« disease, as it prevents 
th e oxygenation b t th e blood, an d iu m any 
cases, particularly after it passes into tire 
ch ro u ic «tuyo, th e substance oi the lungs be­ 
com es seriously involved giving rise to what 
is very properly called BrouchialCousum pt*

or pressure »•

wheezing, severe cough aud expectoration

pression across the chest is so great, and the 
skin is clam m y and prostratiou fupidly sets is*, 
am i In fatal cases tnero w ill bo m u tte rin g dc 
lirium , coiua uud death. 


Chronic Bronchitis. 


C hronic B ronchitis is also an inflam m ation of 
th e m ucous m em brane of bronchial tubes. But 
this form m ore often occurs later in life. When 
a cold settles ou th e lungs the disease either 
en d s in bronchitis or pneum onia. Jí i ends lu 
bronchitis it usually passes oil' as a cold in the 
chest, and «till th e patient u« e- not feel en tire­ 
ly w ell. Ho feels tired and languid, and is lu 
capable of taking bis usual am ount of • xerclst 
and experiences a shortness of brcuth, v\i' 
m ore or less w aim th In th e palm s of Ms hands, 
boon after this h cough appears, accom panied 
by an expectoration of th ick m ucus, followed 
by a beetle flush, loss of flesh nud strength, >.ud 
n ight sweats continue, when the patient «.*- 
sum es all th e appearance of having a genuine 
case of consum ption. B ut this is «Imply catarih 
of th e lungs or chrouic bronchitis. 
In th e latter «rages of th e distase the m ucous 
m- m braue of th e larger bronchial tube softens, 
w hile in th e «m ailer tu b :s and tilr cells of the 
lungs the m ucous m em brane becomes con 
ge«ted and inflam ed. There are no cavities or 
tubercles iu the lungs, kut m erely a wasting 
aw ay of the larger bronchial tubes, aud death 
takes place from obstruction ol th e bronchial 
tubes and a'.r cells of th e lungs. The patient 
dies from exhaustion and sultocation, being 
u nable to expectorate th e m ucus w hich accu­ 
m ulates in th e passage lending to th e lungs, 
w hich in «orne cases is sticky and sm all in 
q u an tity , b u t m ore com m only copious of a 
light straw o r yellowish green. 
Oftentim es 
streaks of blocd m ake th eir appearance in the 
m ecus, and at tim es there is a disagreeable 
sm ell. 
Persons th u s afflicted are very liable to 
tak e cold, at which tim es the m ucus becomes 
clear and frothy, nud it is not uncom m only the 
case th at the patient dies in ono of these attacks 


Humid Bronchitis 


(From hum ere, to bo moiRt) is so called from the 
profuse q u antity of watery secretions which 
com es from th e air passages of the lungs. At 
tim es it becomes ropy like the w hite of an egg. 
T his form of disease usually attacks old people

Decati r , Ala., September 22.—Busi­ 
ness houses, postoftlce and express offices 
are all closed. Ten new cases of fever 
were reported this morning and two 
deaths. The spread of the disease is ap­ 
palling considering the few people left 
in the city.

J ackson, Miss., September 22.—Five 
new cases of fever were reported to-day. 
Nurses are badly needed. 
The health authorities have assmed 
control of all sanitary affairs. The Mayor 
has issued an order for the protection of 
property. All persons not already ex­ 
posed are urged to leave the city on a 
Hpecial train which will lie provided as 
soon as arrangements can be made. The 
lire bells will be rung at 9 o’clock each 
evening, when all persons are notified to 
retire. A quarantine station has been 
established two miles north of the city. 
LOUISVILLE OPENS HER GATES. 
L ouisville, Ky., September 22.—At a 
meeting of physicians and others, called 
by the Mayor, it was decided to open the 
gates of Louisville to yellow fever refu­ 
gees. A train brought 135 from Decatur 
this morning. 
W ashington, September 22.—A tele 
gram was received at the Marine Hospi­ 
tal Bureau this morning from a committee 
of citizens at Live Oak, Florida, asking 
that an expert be sent to Ferdnandina to 
investigate a disease there believed to be 
yellow fever. 
N a shville, September 22.—The A me 
ican'8 M artin, Tenn., special says: Two 
trains on the Illinois Central road, con 
taining several hundred refugees, passed 
through here to-day going north. The 
train was allowed to stop a mile north of 
town, where provisions were taken to 
the passengers, many of whom had not 
eaten anything for forty-eight hours. 
SHOTGUNS RULE. 
N ew O rleans, September 22.—Spe­ 
cials from almost every village and ham­ 
let in Mississippi, where there is a tele­ 
graph office, show that a “ shotgun quar­ 
antine” has been established. 
The fol­ 
lowing from Columbus fs given as a 
specim en: The excitem ent here is in­ 
tense. The Columbus 
Riflemen and 
Brown’s Cadets have volunteered for 
duty, and a guard of four men under 
military regulations is stationed od each 
public road and railroad leading into the 
city, with orders to let no one pass who 
is known to be from a fever-infected 
locality. 
REGULATIONS AT MEMPHIS. 
M em phis, September 22.—The street 
non-intercourse quarantine regulations 
adopted by the city authorities yester­ 
day against all passenger trains on the 
east side of the M ississippi river, are be­ 
ing rigidly eeforced. Governor Taylor 
was telegraphed to this morning, asking 
him to call out the m ilitia in this city, 
and place them under orders from the 
city authorities to aid in the enforce­ 
m ent of quarantine orders. 
A special train from New Orleans, con­ 
taining 500 refugees 
from that city, 
Vicksburg and other pointB will arrive at 
Lake View, Miss., twenty miles south cf 
Memphis, this afternoon. A special de­ 
tail of police will m eet the train ; coaches 
have been provided by several lines, by 
which they will be transferred. Then 
each coach will be locked, and the pas­ 
sengers guarded through Memphis, will 
be sent on to their destination. None 
will be allowed to stop here. 
Superintendent Pegram , of the Mem­ 
phis and Charleston Railroads, is in re­ 
ceipt of a telegram from Decatur, Ala., 
which says there are eight cases of yel­ 
low fever there. The town is almost 
depopulated. 
QUARANTINE AT NEW YORK. 
N ew 
Y o rk, 
September 
22.—The 
Steamship Delaware, which arrived at 
quarantine last night from l'ernandina, 
Florida, will be detained for observation 
until Sunday afternoon. 
Two refugees, from a quarantine camp 
in Florida, were arrested to-day by the 
Health officers of this city and taken 
north to Brother’s Island, where they 
are kept clo3e prisoners. 
The refugees 
come from an infected city, said to 
be Jacksonville. 
They 
liad 
agreed 
voluntarily to undergo ten days’ quaran­ 
tine before continuing their 
journey 
north, but they broke their parole and 
came through by rail. 
The H ealth offi­ 
cers here are in close telegraphic com­ 
munication with the infected districts, 
and will arrest all who are found violat­ 
ing their parole. 
Acting Mayor Gerew, of Jacksonville, 
Florida, writes to the Charity Commit­ 
tee of the Produce Exchange, expressing 
thanks for the generous responses to the 
call for aid. 
He says that Jacksonville 
has enough to last thirty days, but will 
have to divide with 
McGlenny and 
Gainsville, and that the epidemic can­ 
not be expected to end before December, 
so that much additional 
help is re­ 
quired.

in British Columbia, not United Stares 
territory, as all along has been supposed. 
These gold fields are represented to be 
of great value, and as American officers 
in 
Alaska 
dispute the claim 
that 
the deposits 
are 
in 
British terri­ 
tory, a conflict between the miners 
who believe they are working on United 
States territory, and the Eritish authori­ 
ties, who assert their jurisdiction, is 
feared. The Provincial Government of 
British Columbia is now issuing mining 
Sennits, and in the absence of any 
efinite international boundary line, it 
cannot but follow that in many instances 
they are granted without a knowledge as 
to w hether they are in British or United 
States territory. 
It is evident that the 
time has arrived when serious inter­ 
national complications may 
be only 
averted by a definite location of the 
boundary between Alaska and British 
Columbia.

Association was formed for the ex­ 
pressed purpose of fighting the Sugar 
Trust, but subsequently it was deter­ 
mined to control other branches of the 
grocery trade. 
A prominent merchant 
informed a reporter that the meeting 
yesterday was the second step to form a 
powerful combination, both to control 
the Sugar Trust and the retail grocery 
trade. The first step was taken at a 
meeting some weeks ago, and the pur­ 
pose was by organizing to compel the 
Trust to sell sugar to members of the 
Association exclusively at a rebate of 
one-half cent per pound. 
F. W. In- 
buech, of Milwaukee, was elected Secre­ 
tary, and he has just sent out a circular 
in which it is stated that the grocers 
m ust offset the Sugar Trust by a similar 
organization.
